PRESIDENT OF STUDENTS' SOCIETY 
INELIGIBLE TO HOLD OFFICE NEXT 
YEAR IS SE NSATIONAL ANNOUNCEMENT 

Constitution Bars Head of Undergraduate Affairs from Occupying Office Next Year- 
Had Been Duly Elected— Announcement Caused Sensation when Made Last Night 
—Frantic Search for President in Effort to Get Statement— Confirms News that He 
Is not Eligible to Hold the Office, 



A bombshell was thrown in the under- 
graduate political world last night when 
it was announced that the President of 
the Students' Conical would he barred 
from occupying ■that office although he 
had been duly c.leoted by the student 
body. It had been discovered that the 
constitution of the Students' Society 
was such that he was ineligible to hold 
office. 

The rumor spread about the campus 
with the lightning rapidity of all bad 
news, and within a short lime the 
houses in the vicinity poured forth largo 
croups nf men who rushed to the Union 
in search of further news about the 
occurrence. It was impossible for them 
to secure any news, however, for the 
office of the Students' Council was lock- 
ed and it was impossible to get -anyone 
lo answer the telephone when that num- 



ber was called up. 

Balked in that direction the crowd then 
assailed the Daily office in an effort to 
get the latest prouuneement on the un- 
fortunate stale of affairs, but there they 
were met w|th noncomnllal answers 
early in the evening for the reporters 
had hem unable to get the full details 
and they refused to .give information 
before an interview with the President 
himself. 

The situation became still mode strain- 
ed when the reporters on the staff of the 
paper began to return lo the office with 
the news thai the President of 'the Coun- 
cil could not he found anywhere about 
the University. The whole staff was 
then sent on the trail but they relumed 
one at a time with lite sad news that 
nothing further could be gleaned on the 
matter.

Changes of interest to the followers of 
Canadas national pastime were introduc- 
ed last night at a meeting of the Rule. 
Committee of the Canadian Hotkey As- 
sociation 

The nio^i 'radical change was the 
adoption of the rule making compulsory 
die presence of two referees at every 
league contest and the insistance upon 
:bc penalty tinte-keepcr keeping stan- 
dard time. 

Among the minor innovations wzs the 
.suggestion that the game no longer be 
played on ice. The rcabiu advanced for 
this were various. In he first place, 
there is no artificial ice plant in ihe 
city of Montreal and, consequently, the 
ice is not always in good condition. 

Then again, at present the game can 
only be played during the winter months 
when most students arc away spending 
a vacation in Bermuda and can not take 
a< Vantage of the sport, tinder the 
(imposed plan the game, would he made 
an all-year-round activity, and what 
could be mare thrilling than, nailing 
for a three man rush in July. 

The snort would then become a ball- 
room game. Rut since bladed skates 
might in the -long run cause a heavy wear 
on the flours, it has been suggested that 
roller skates be adopted. The represen- 
tative of thi' Skate. Sharpener's Union 
offered a strenuous objection to this 
rule. 

Another change of interest was the 
doing away with hockey sticks. This 
was done in the interest of clean sport. 
There have been numerous instances in 
recent contests where players losing 
their tempers have made use of the 
hickory for purposes othrr than mani- 
pulating the puck. Without this wea- 
pon such injuries would be lessened. 

There were some in favor of having 
the goal keeper stationed behind the net. 
They urged that under the present sys- 
tem many a player after making a bril- 
liant rush down the . ice, is unable to 
score because, the goaler is in the way. 
The proposition was voted down, how- 
ever on the ground that the game would 
suffer because scoring would become 
too easy. 

Since the admission of the University 
of Montreal into the Intercollegiate 
League, it was found necessary that re- 
ferees be required to speak both lan- 
guages in order to be qualified to settle 
any debates that may arise. 

Conforming with a prevalent ten- 
dency on the campus women are to be 
barred from playing on the McGill 
hockey teams. The reason stated is 
that it would give the Red and White 
an unfair advantage over the U. of M., 
where the co-educational system docs 
not seem to have made much progress. 

Aside from the above innovation the 
game in its essentials, next year, will 
remain unchanged.

PRINCIPAL PSMYTHE 
LAUDS THE CO-EDS 

The question ot co-education and its 
tolerance in our great colleges of to- 
day has been often dealt with in the 
columns of the Daily, but no interview 
yet published has been so conclusive as 
to the superiority of the female student 
over the male as the following remarks 
given out for piibication by Dr. Psmythc 
one of our great college principals: 

Dr. Psmythc said: "In that great in- 
stitution of which 1 have the honor to 
be Principal, nothing has struck home 
lo mc more than the evidence of de- 
cided superiority of the co-ed to the 
male student. It is invariable that when 
an examination is held in our college all 
scholarships and prizes are. won by the. 
woman student. If a pass list contains 
the names of six rccciveing honors I 
would wager a farthing on the fact that 
all six would he co-eds. The names of 
the male students arc conspicuous only 
in Ihc fact of their absence, and their 
continued stale of lethargy is everything 
short of being amazing. 

There is a general impression that 
these latter students are the noise-makers 
of a college. Proof of the falsity of 
this statement is shown in our students' 
rendition of that awe-inspiring cry of 
the Alma Mater, in which only female 
voices are heard— the closing lines of 
w hich arc— 

"We don't wan; to bluff, 
But we arc the stuff!" 

Dr. Psmyth's statement, strange as it 
may appear at first, sbould be taken 
quite seriously, as a greater authority 
on this subject cannot be found. The 
college over which Miss Psmythc has 
jurisdiction is the Griffintown Ladies' 
College.

Shortly before ihe last copy of the 
"Daily" went to bed in the wee hours 
of this morning, a "rush" telegram was 
brought to the office by a specially com- 
missioned messenger of the T. N. C. 
from the Hcditor-hinchief of the 2394 
Hannual, more formally known as "The 
De Luxe H edition of Old Mon Grcl, 
Foiume CéV'lll-" The telegram read 
as follows : 



"Lachutc, December o4th, 2393. 17.89 
p.m. El Presidents, "Mon Grel Daily." 
7689 St. Dominique Street, Mongrcal. 
Owing to unforeseen circumstances pub- 
lication of "Old Mon Grcl" delayed many 
weeks. Foul play suspected. Nothing 
definite' yet. Despatch star reporter 
• to Lachutc via "Daily" aeroplane, for de- 
tails. Annual Board members tender re- 
signations." 

The entire staff of the "Daily" were 
occupied in slicing up the other college 
journals, compiling other "Campuzcs," 
and "Daily Riles," in. order to prevent 
the appearance of filler in the. noon hedi- 
'.ion so it was at first thought impossible 
to secure a reporter to carry out the dif- 
ficult task.

Interesting Discovery in Cat-

From the fact that 
the mummy is decorated with rare 
jewels and trinkets of tin and lead 
it is thought that it is the corpse of 
a personage of rank, probably of the 
foreman of the stonemasons. Owing 
to the wretched condition of the mas 
onry of the Arts Building, for which 
this man was no doubt responsible, a 
mob of enraged students who had 
boldly entered the catacomb were pre 
vented with difficulty from wreaking 
their vengeance on the ancient builder.

The important word "Ain't 
vocabulary of the scholar 
sized and stoutly championed 
most corpulent member of the 
last evening when speaking to an en- 
thusiastic group of admirers in front 
of the R.V.C. The lecturer forcibly 
maintained that thi* word might he. as 
it usually was, put to a variety of uses 
by the undergraduate, lie showed. I>.\ 
example, the different and conflicting 
meanings that might he obtained bj 
varying inflections, laying partial! it 
stress upon the note that could he at- 
tained by stressing the "z" in the first 
syllable while sounding the "s" in the 
third very softly. On 1 lie other hand, 
if the "d" remained silent and the "w" 
unpronounce.d. an entirely new sound and 
a totally original idea was provoked.

With this ac 
complishcd, the professor maintained, 
among loud and ringing cheers of "Ain't 
I the berries," that probably the great- 
est step that had been taken since the 
last move in that direction for world 
poïcc, higher prices, lower skirts, bag- 
gier trousers, simultaneous appreciation 
of the sublime and ridiculous would be 
the outcome. Of course, the professor 
diplomatically refused to commit himself 
upon this but was unhesitating in his 
expression of the absolute certainty of 
occurrence of everything which he pre- 
dicted.

A conference between the Deans of 
the various faculties and représenta 
tive student leaders was held vesper 
day, in which the heads of the facul 
tics urged on the undergraduates the 
need for spending mere time at ath 
ctics. Notwithstanding the vehement 
protests of the students, the commit- 
tee of Deans insisted that much too 
large a part of the schedules were be- 
ing devoted to study and, as a suit- 
able way in which to inaugurate the 
new policy, they suggested that foot- 
tall practices next fall should be held 
between the hours of ten o'clock in 
the morning and four o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

Another suggestion was to the ef- 
fect that the teams playing in other 
cities on Saturdays should in every 
case start on their trips no later than 
Wednesday morning, in order to rest 
up sufficiently for the games. .In ad- 
dition, they thought that the stress 
and worry attendant upon strenuous 
contests should not be followed by a 
return trip immediately afterwards, 
and it was suggested that the teams 
should not leave the places at which 
they were playing until the following 
Tuesday evening. 

While not approving of the plans 
as suggested by the Faculty, it is ex- 
pected that the students will follow 
their suggestions when the next ses- 
sion opens. Dean Bank was the chief 
advocate of the new hours for prac- 
tice, while the impetus for the move- 
ment in favour of having the teams 
leave much earlier for the games away 
from home is said to have come from 
Dean Doan Givadam.
